Thoughts for Christmas. 


It seems, after all, that to the little 
corner of the Christian world which is 
Ireland to-morrow will not bring an ‘‘ old- 
fashioned. Christmas.” The rigours of 
Tuesday passed as quickly as they came; 
snow has given way to mud, and the air 
has lost its Arctic bite. How many of us, 
except the children, really regret the 
change? A -snow-bound, icicle-festooned 


| Christmas looks well on Christmas cards; 


but it is bad for Christmas trade, it finds 
the flaws in middle-aged constitutions, and 
is picturesque at much cost of human and 
anima] suffering. To-morrow will be the 
Irish Free State’s sixth Christmas. On 
its first Christmas Day the State was less 
than three weeks old, and many of its 
citizens turned sad and anxious eyes upon 
the future, The system that they knew 
had vanished, and the system which was 
being born in strife seemed to carry threats 
rather than promises. On the whole, 
have refuted that widespread 
pessimism. If there has been much loss, 
there has been much gain. Revolution has 
touched only the surface of the average 
man’s daily life. To-morrow for, perhaps, 
ninety per cent. of the Free State’s citizens 
Christmas Day will be just what it was 
seven or ten years ago: the circumstances 
which may lend a special joy or sorrow 
to. it will be purely domestic. * We 
suspect that criticism of President 
Cosgrave’s Government during the present 
week has been concerned mainly with its 
irritating tax on imported parcels. Once 
more we learn— 
How small of all that human hearts endure 
That part which laws or kings can cause or 
cure. 
We fear that distress is sharper and poverty 
to-day than at any Christmas- 
time in recent years. They are not chiefly, 
if at all, the fault of Governments. The 
same story is told in Dublin, Belfast and 
London. Depression in trade has claimed 
its hapless victims everywhere. Both the 
Irish Governments have striven gallantly 
with this problem of distress, but, in sad 
truth, it is beyond their powers. The 
resources of all the charitable societies, 
Hrotestant and Roman Catholic, have been 
taxed severely of late, and their ex- 
pgrienced ofticials report that the demands 
for aid never have been more numerous, 
m¢re urgent and more pitiful. The worst 
cages are those which thrust them- 
selves on the public eye and are a dismal 
blot on the gaiety of decorated streets. 
To-(lay behind dingy walls in the slum 
areás brood hundreds of honest men who 
canhot seek work—even if it could bo 
founnd—for Jack of clothes. Behind those 
same walls hundreds of starving children 
cower over empty hearths— 
weeping in the playtime of the others, 
In the.country of the free. 
We would not bring a skeleton to any 
good man’s feast on Christmas Day, but we 
hope earnestly that none whose children 
are making merry in the fire-light will 
forget the children who -hunger in the 
dark. It is better; indeed, that the 
skeleton’s existence should give discom- 
fort than that it should be forgotten, and 
most of us who can afford to enjoy our-

The Free State Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce has published some 
statistics relating to railway returns for 
1926 which draw fresh attention to certain 
important aspects of the traffic proble :

the difference lies, no doubt, in the high 
development of road ‘traffic in the con- 
gested’ territory of Northern Ireland, 
whereby the railways having termini in 
Ulster have suffered in undue measure. 
An analysis of the nature of the traffic 
concerned brings home this lesson: All 
railways did. a smaller’ business in 
passenger traffic; but, while the Great 
Southern Railways lost only 4.28 per cent. 
of their former passenger business, those 
railways only partly in the Saorstdt lost 
13.48 per cent. From this it is evident 
that the lack of long-distance business is 
telling heavily against passenger traffic on 
the Northern railways. Under four heads 
the Southern railways showed substantial 
gains—traffic other than passengers on 
passenger trains, merchandise, live-stock 
end minerals other than fuel. Only in the 
first of these did the Northern railways 
register a gain, while on all the rest they 
showed a decline of business reaching as 
much as 15.24 per cent. in minerals. 
Traffic in coal, coke and patent fuel fell 
in the South by 24.41 per cent., and in the 
North by 35.11 per cent. These figures 
represent the injury wrought by the strike 
in the British coal mines, and but for the

British Films. 


The Cinematograph Films Bill, which 
has become law in England, is likely to; 
react to the. great benefit of the Irish 
picture theatres. The improved fare in 
the English houses will be paralleled in 
those of Ireland. American producers 
will not find in the Irish Free Stite a 
market sufficiently large for films which 
are ‘rejected by England; and the effect 
of the quota regulations will be the rejec- 
tion of an increasing proportion of 
American films. Three objects are pursued 
by: the Act. In the’ first place, “blind 
booking’’ is sought to be abolished. 
Hitherto film renters and exhibitors have 
been obliged to book also a proportion of 
pictures without seeing them. The Act 
strikes at this evil by prohibiting the 
booking of films in England before they 
have been shown to the trade and 
registered. “‘ Block booking’’ is the 
second evil which the Act attacks. This 
is the system by which films are booked, 
often before they are made, by their titles, 
and as conditions for the letting of im- 
portant pictures. Apart from the un- 
desirability of many of the films thus 
forced upon the theatres, the effect is to 
close the market for periods up to two 
or more years ahead. The Act prohibits 
the booking of pictures for more than 
a stated period ahead, which, after October 
Ist, 1950, will be as brief as six months. 
Finally, the Act attacks the foreign 
monopoly by compelling the exhibition in 
every picture theatre of an increasing 
quota of British films. In order to qualify 
as a British picture a film must be made 
by a British subject or a company, pre- 
dominantly of British subjects, registered 
within the British Empire. After the first 
year the studio scenes must be photo- 
graphed within the British Empire. The 
author must be a British subject. At 
least 75 per cent. of the salaries and wages 
paid in the making of the picture must be 
paid to British subjects, although one 
foreign actor, actress or producer may be 
employed. It is not generally realised 
that British brains have been largely re- 
sponsible for the building up of the great 
industry at Hollywood. Many of the best 
actors and producers there are Britons 
who have been drawn overseas by the cir- 
cumstances that have given America so 
advantageous a lead. The new Act ought 
to attract home much ef this talent, and 
to discover more ol equal distinction. 
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Cotton in the Sudan. 


Admirable progress in the growing of 
cotton is reported from the Sudan by the 
Acting High Commissioner in his report 
for the year 1926. That year was the 
first in which cotton was grown on a large 
scale in the region of the Blue Nile, and 
the results eminently satisfactory. 
Thanks to favourable conditions, good- 
will and steady work, the benefits pre- 
dicted by Sir Geoffrey Archer in 1925 
have been realised in full. Labour pre- 
sented no difficulty. The project. was 
highly popular with the natives, and 
their well-being is manifest. Science has 
quickened cultivation and _ production, 
and the people are the gainers.  For- 
merly a capricious rainfall filled the lives 
of dwellers in those regions with anxiety. 
Now some 50,000 acres of irrigated land 
have been sown with grain, and the 
menace of famine has been banished. It 
is pointed out, however, that the lean- 
ness of the year in other districts oí the 
Sudan had a part in creating favourable 
labour conditions in the cotton-growing 
area. A good year may reduce the supply 
of suitable labour to some extent. The 
financial returns for 1926 show a surplus 
of three-quarters of a million Egyptian 
pounds. For the coming year a smaller 
revenue is expected, owing to the fall in 
prices and the likelihood of a less

While workmen were repairing the floor 
of Belvoir Hall Public Elementary School, 
Dee street, Belfast, this evening, one of 
them came upon what he at first thought 
was a stone. On examination, however, 
it -rove to be a live Mills bomb. 

Police were summoned, and a thorough 
sear-h was instituted, as a result of which 
they discovered under the floor 55.000 
rounds of rifle ammunition, five rifles, 
hve bayonets, sixteen live Mills bombs, 
a rife grenade, and a dozen rifle cleaning 
outfits. 

The dump had been skilfully arranged. 
rifles and ammunition being carefully 
packed, oiled and rolled in flannel, and 
in good serviceable condition when dis- 
covered 

The police are investigating the affair. 


A PREVIOUS DISCOVERY. 

This is the second big discovery of arms 
and ammunition in Belfast within a fort- 
night. On Saturday, December 10th, the 
police, while conducting ap extensive 
search. found one of the largest dumps 
ever unearthed in the North in an empty 
heuse on the Whiterock road : 

The seizure on that occasion included 
a Thompson machine-gun, 90 hand 
grenades, 17,000 rounds of rifle ammuni- 
tion, 20,000 rounds of revolver ammuni- 
tion, 9 rifles and.7 automatic pistols.

HOME SECRETARY'S

turned the weapon on herself. 


A TRAGIC FIGURE. 

The trial will be memorable for the 
intensely tragic figure of the defendant, 
and for its poignant and dramatic 
moments. The Countess de Janze appeared 
before the Court petite, thin almost to 
emaciation, with two big dark.eyes burn- 
ing out of an ashen white face. The 
simplicity of her dress harmonised with 
the frankness of her manner.’ Her replies 
to the questions .of the judge were -ex- 
pressed in excellent: French. 

The Public Prosecutor, in addition to 
asking for an extremely mild sentence, 
pleaded ‘almost as much for. the. Countess 
as: her own counsel did. 

The court was crowded with women, and 
costly furs,- pearls and diamonds were 
much in.evidence. 

After the charge, which was very mode- 
rately worded, had been read, the 
President of the Court asked: “ Did you 


purchase a revolver?” 

“Yes,” replied the Countess. “With 
Mr. de Trafford, I told the shopman who 
served me that I was buying -the: weapon 
for my husband. At the Gare du Nord I 
went to the ladies’ waiting room, where I 
loaded the weapon. I wanted to kill my- 
self. I must insist upon this fact, be- 
cause I had, no resentment against Mr. de 
Trafford. I quite understood his reasons. 
Also, I had no intention of firing upon 
him, but I have no longer any idea what

‘Phe Internationa] Committee of Experts 
4ppointed hy the Amsterdam Congress of 
the International Institute of Anthro- 
pology to examine the authenticity of the 
now famous Glozel.finds has pronounced 
that the objects are not ancient, though 
it. does not exclude the possibility that 
authentic antiques had. been placed in the 
soil. The report suggests that if there has 
been fraud it-took place at least three- 
quarters of a century ago. 

The report comprises thirty pages of 
printed matter, and opens with a detailed 
accbunt of every day’s excavations, in 
which members of the committee took part. 
This is followed by a detailed description 
of ~-every. article discovered. with the 
arguments for and against its. authenticity. 


DR. MORLET’S GOOD FAITH. 

The report stresses the absolute good 
faith and sincerity of Doctor Morlet, who 
made the first discoveries, and then pro- 
ceeds to give the history of the ground 
where the finds were made for the past 
fifty vears, in accordance with information 
supplied by .‘‘ Grandfather Fradf’” in 
whose hands. the farm has been for this 
period. It appears that some thirty years 
ago the ground was cleared of brushwood 
and: all::late roots.. In 1918 it was 
ploughed, and nothing remarkable was 
noticed. 

In 1924 however,* oxen ploughing 
stumbléd into a cavity, whith was the first 
'“tomb ” to he: discovered. -The first objects 
excavated presénted a homogeneity—polish 
and degree of fossilisation—which later 
finds lacked. The pottery especially showed 
no conclusive signs of long: burial, while 
the polished stone objects had the appear- 
ance of being filed. Even the famous 
pebble bearing the engraving of a reindeer 
seemed to have been recently worked on the 
reverse face. No objects whatever . were 


. found in the lowest of the three strata in 


which the excavations were. carried out. 

The report then describes, how the, top 
layer of vegetable earth had apparently 
been removed at one spot with a spade. 
Such an operation would necessarily be 
more recent than the removal-of the brush- 
wood thirty years ago. Beneath the dis- 
turbed clod was a cavity containing one of 
‘the famous Glozel bricks. These Glozel 
finds were not ancient. 


PREHISTORIC VILLAGE MYTH. 
The same conditions were noted on the 
ocasion of the discovery.of other objects, 
but not of all. The haphazard position of 
the objects found was not consonant either 
with the remains of a prehistoric village 
or cemetery.. The ‘‘tomb,’’ which “was 
carefully examined, was of s' ght depth 
and almost completely clear of clay, which 
would have filtered in during the ages. 
The report points out that there were no 
traces of bones among the supposed funeral 
ashes found in the urns, although a 
modern “crematorium does not succeed in 
totally eliminating the trates, and. even 
Landru failed to obtain total combustion. 
Only three objects have traces of per- 
foration by roots, and these ‘are recent. 
Moreover, all the fauna depicted. are 
modern. The Commission points out in 
this connection that, while it is possible 
for a forger to make excellent imitations 
of prehistoric objects,.it is impossible to

THE OPERATION. 

“1 insert an instrument at the back of 
the ear, and, pulling the ear-lobe forward, 
burrow until I have reached a depth. of 
about ten millimetres: - Then T use a 
narrow gouge, and go on _ burrowing 
between the brain and the main vein;: the 
lateral sinus which brings the blood: back 
from the brain. '. Finally, when about 
cwenty-two millimetres deep, I-cut. across 
the middle ear, and make a passage which 
goes from the back to the ear-hole. This 
gives the person an air inlet which goes 
to the middle ear. This is-a delicate 
operation, and entails a great physical 
effort on the surgeon. [ use a local 
anesthetic and chloroform, and the ‘operas 
tion takes about half an hour. 


A DUBLIN GASE.

THE MULTIPLICITY 


OF SHOPS. 


—— 


“There is no doubt that consumers are 
with the price levels- of- 
groceries and provisions, but the existence 
of high prices may be explained by causes 
other than excessive profit-taking, of 
which we found little evidence. One of 
these causes is the mlutiplicity of shops, 
and we are of fhe opinion that this 
applies. particularly to grocery end pro- 
vision shops.’ i 

This is the main conclusion reached by 
the Tribunal on Prices after an exhaustive 
inquiry into the prices of groceries and 
provisions. 


TRADERS’ PRICE LISTS. 


The report-points- out-that there -is- for 
articles a “most-frequent"’ price 
and a “most frequéent’’ gross rate of 
profit. It was found, however, that very 
often low. and high rates of gross profit 
wre associated with the same . price. 
“This is frequently due to competition 
which takes the form of price-cutting In 
certain lines. Price-cutting in one line, 
however, is apt to niask excessive profit- 
taking in other lines- of goóds. The con- 
sumers who gave evidence considered that 
it should be made compulsory for traders 
to display price lists in- order that com- 
petitive might be more readily 
taken advantage of. 
to this effect is made.’’ 
On the subject. of groceries and pro- 
visions 109 witnesses were examined, -of 
whom 80 were traders. 
Tribunal was simplified by the fact that

THE SALE OF BACON. 


The only manufacturers’ accounts which 
the Tribunal had an opportunity of 
examining were those of bacon-curers, 
which show that for the year 1924-1925 
the average rate of gross profit was 12.3 
per cent., the Commissioners say, and of 
net profit 0.7 per cent. We do not con- 
sider these rates of profit excessive. 
Wholesalers of bacon earned in 1924-1925 
a rate of gross profit of 4.9 per cent. and 
a rate of net profit of 1.5 per cent., and 
in 1925-1926 a rate of gross profit. of 4.8 
per cent. and a rate of net profit of 1 per 
cent. It is to be observed that the whole- 
saler of bacon earned more than double 
the rate of net profit of the manufacturer 
in the year 1924-1925. The average 
rates of gross and net profits on turn-over 
earned by wholesalers, other than whole- 
sulers of bacon, for the year 1924-1925 
were 8.5 per cent. and 1.5 per cent. re- 
spectively, which we do not consider ex- 
cessive.

ATTEMPTS TO INFLUENCE

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CHINESE SITUATION. 
JAPANESE MARINES 
SHANTUNG. 
PEKING, Friday. 

Japanese marines are reported to have 
arrived at isingtao to-day, and will move 
on the provincial capital,- Tsinanfu, only 
in the event of its capitulation, which, 
it is declared, is not immediately evident. 
So lar as it can be learned, there is no 
intention to send troops unless disorders 
actually occur. 

Rigid restrictions, combined with five 
days isolation of Peking, due to broken 
cables, have prevented the collection. of 
impartial statements of the situation, thus 
enabling extravagant propaganda issued 
from Shanghai to reach foreign countries ; 
but the following is believed to be a 
correct outline of the present situation :— 

Aided by 40,000 troops moving from 
Nanking, the army of the “Christian ” 
General, Feng Yuh-siang, has not only 
taken Hsuchowiu, but controls the railway 
to the seaport Haichow, where Russian 
munitions are believed to be awaiting 
collection. The front. line generally» is 
along the Grand Canal, with the 
“ Christian " General’s main army, which 
is at present reserving action, situated 
westward of Tsining, at the end of the 
branch railway from Yenchow, ninety- 
eight miles south of the Shantung capital. 
General Feng Yuh-siang is seeking pos- 
session of Shantung, which, though 
famine-stricken, is suffering less than 
Honan, and is unable to advance into 
Shansi owing to the opposition of Governor 
Eiten Hsi-shan, who is ‘Yeported to be 
negotiating with Marshal Chang Tso-lin, 
while General Chiang Kaishek, although 
supporting the ' Christian ” General to 
the extent of permitting him to. obtain 
Shantung, is in full accord with Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin in opposition to Bolshevism. 
It is quite possible that the campaign 
will undergo a dramatic change. The 
Chihli-Shantung armies having been re- 
sponsible for a colossal failure, the Man- 
dian troops are forming at the northern 
borer of Shantung at Techow, 145 miles 
south of Tientsin, on which line a strong 
defence has been prepated.

DRASTIC REVISION OF 
REGULATIONS. 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Friday. 

A drastic revision of Italian Army regula- 
tions regarding the promotion of Generals 
and high commanders is announced by the 
Mussolini Government. The ordinary 
seniority system of promotion for general 
officers is practically abandoned, and hence- 
forth Division Commanders will be chosen 
by a special Commission from among Brigade 
Commanders who have demonstrated them- 
wives, signally qualified regardless of 
seniority. 

The measure has been adopted by the 
Cotmcil of Miriisters in order to assure con. 
ditions in which only Generals who know 
something about war shall command a divi- 
sion on the field. The same measures cre 
applied to Brigadier-Geverals, who will be 
named from Colonels who have shown ability. 
In the latter case the decision of the Com- 
mittee on promotions is sufficient. 

For Major-Generals the Committee must 
submit the names to the War Minister, who 
is Premier Mussolini. He will recommend 
the names of those that he wants to the 
King. The same. practice will be applied in 
the choice of the Admiral who is to be 
head of the General Staff of the Italian 
Navy.

THE OLD SIKH. 

Mr. Nesfield related to me the story of 
how he came to carry out his first opera- 
tion. “One day while I was in India,” 
he said, “a native inspector of police 
came to see me about his father, who was 
totally blind. He brought him along to 
the hospital, a typical old Sikh of about 
sixty, with long, white beard. I removed 
the cataracts from both his eyes, and he 
was able to see beautifully. The old chap 
was so overjoyed that he got the idea 
that I could perform miracles. I talked 
to him in Hindustani. and he told me I 
must now cure him of deafness. I assured 
him that it was impossible. He implored 
me to do something for him, and his son 
also entreated me. “ One day I-found the 
old man lying on the operating table in 
the hospital.. He had vowed that he 
would not move, and would starve to 
death unless I did something to. cure his 
deafiness. 

“It was then that I decided to experi- 
ment, and put my. theory inta practice. 
The results were simply amazing. The 
old man went home seeing and hearing. 
and pouring blessings upon my head. It 
was this old Sikh who: made me realise 
the blank misery of people suffering from 
deafness. He declared that he preferred 
the blindness to the deafness. In 
picturesque Janguage he told me that to 
be totally deaf was like living within 
walls in which everything was uttér and 
complete silence.” 
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MR. HUGH CANNING, 
F.,T.C.D. 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
Hugh Canning, M.A. F.,T.C.D., which 
occurred yesterday morning in Dublin. Mr. 
Canning, whose health had heen failing for 
some time, was Professor of Sanskrit and 
Comparative. Philology in Dublin University. 
He began his scholastic career in the old 
Royal University of Treland. Entering Trinity 
College with a Classical Sizarship in June, 
1900, as Junior Freshman in the following 
vear he won the first Classical’ Scholarship. 
He graduated with a large gold medal in 
Classics and a large gold medal in Ethics and 
Logic, winning thereby the Classical Student- 
ship of his year. 

Wray Prizeman in 1904, he carried off the 
Ferrar Memorial Prize in 1905, and was the 
Berkeley Medalist for the same _ year. 
Elected a Fellow of Trinity College in 1910, 
Mr. Canning became Professor of. Sanskrit 
and Comparative Philology. He was a sound 
classical scholar, widely read in classical and 
modern literature, and was a man exceedingly 
modest about his abilities and attainments. 

As well as being a professor, Mr. Canning 
was a tutor of great merit, who was very. 
conscientious in the discharge of his tutorial 
duties. An incisive lecturer, possessed of a 
wit and humour that made ready. appeal, 


Mr. Canning. had to the full that.unteachable- 


gift of inspirizig enthusiasm iu those who 
attended his lectures. He was well known‘ as 
a man of high principle and strong .opinions, 
intolerant of. sah 
scholarship or in life;: yet he possessed a 
humanity and natural geniality that won him 
the regard and affection. of. his many ,friends 
in every section of society inside and ‘outside 
the College. ae 

For many years Mr. Canning atted as 
Secretary to the Common Room Club, which, 
in itself, was proof-of the peculiar .esteem 
that he received from his colleagues, He 
was one of those scholars whe. :publish 
their. best in the lecture room, and was en- 
gaged in a particular branch of Sanskrit litera- 
ture to which he was able to lend a peculiarly 
living interest. Some of his poetical: versions 
from the Sanskrit have been published, parti- 
cularly from the Panchatantra. Sa 

Mr. Canning was a Don of the old type, 
whose. life centred in the College—jealous of 
its traditions and zealous in passing them on 
to the younger generation.

‘AWARDS NOT TO BE PAID IN 
FULL. 

The Irish Claims Compensation Association, 
of Lennox House, Norfolk street,- London, 
last night issued the following statement :— 

We are most grievously disappointed: with 
Lord Salisbury’s statement in the House of 
Lords, on behalf of the Government, that the 
awards of the Irish Grants Committee are to 
be repudiated by the Treasury—to the extent 
of 50 per cent. in the case of sums awarded 
over £250 and under £1,000, and to the ex- 
tent of 70 per cent. in the case of awards 
over £1,000. These latter are largely the 
cases where applicants were legally entitled to 
payment under the British laws—as_ they 
stood when the damage was perpetrated, and 
until their repeal by the Free State Govern- 
ment in 1925. Most solemn pledges were 
given to Irish loyalists, both by the British 
Government and by at least. sfx individual 
members of the present Cabinet. 

As doubt was thrown on the extent of these 
pledges, a Committee, presided over by Lord 
Dunedin, was set up by the present Govern- 
ment to determine exactly their effect, and 
in a unanimous report Lord Dunedin’s Com- 
thittee found that on the narrowest interpre 
tation of the Government's pledges it was 
-hétind to give ‘full compensation on the scale 
provided by the law, but that all other cases 
of injuries to loyalists should. be investigated 
and compensation paid.

IRISH CREAMERY BUTTER.

THE FIRING OF THE ROCKET. 

Sergeant McIntyre, Ballinspittle, describing 
the wreck, said that he arrived on the scene 
at about 9 o'clock, accompanied by two of the 
Civic Guard, and although it was an excep- 
tionally dark night and a terrible sleetstorm 
was blowing, he was &hle to see the ship by

Coroner—After the first rocket was fired, 
could you jdentify anything, on thé boat as 
the figure of a man? . 

Witness—No. I think that. there was no- 
body on board. The line of the rocket was, 
undoubtedly, drawn towards the boat, but I 
believe that it was due to the heaving of the 
boat in the heavy seas at the time. The 
rocket landed on the vessel. The ship was 
about 250 vards from the shore. He could 
see the outline of the ship on the rocks. 

To. the Coroner—He did not see or hear 
people on the mast. He could see the mast, 
and there was something on it; but, in his 
opinion, it was the remnants of a sail, and 
not figures of men. 

GUARD'S ESCAPE FROM DEATH. 

Guard Cahill, who had a marvellous escape 
tyom death when he was cut off from the 
shore by the incoming tide, and knocked un- 
conscious by great waves, also stated that he 
saw nobody clinging to the masts of the 
vessel, but he said that he heard shouting 
coming from that direction. 

Inspector Deeney—Did you go out on the 
rocks?’—When I came back aiter searching 
along the coast two girls called me and said 
that they heard a man screeching on the 
rocks—that he was crying for help. 

What did you do’—I went out as far as I 
could on the rocks and was surrounded. by 
water, and taken off my feet. I was dashed 
against the rocks. 

The Coroner—And in that way you received 


the injuries you have on your face’—Yes, sir. 


The witness added that he remained ont 
that night, and on the subsequent» day amd 
night, searching for the bodies.

station is 30,000 kilo-watts, but with a 
twenty-acre site available: the “station “is 
capable of being: extended to supply drom two 
to, three huadted' thousand: kjlo-watts, : suffi- 
cient. to meet the , needs of the whole of 
Northern Ireland. . I oe ek 
Belfast has undertaken ‘the ‘initial expense 
of providing the first stage of this ~ Super:

Fagan, Portadown, 
Armagh, Holywood, Bangor; Newtownards, 
Carrickfergus, Antrim. and Bailymena,.: can 
reap the advantege, if .they desire, and secure 
a cheap electricity supply.

This company at first intended to 
lay down a line capable of supplying ,the 
needs of the towp.ayd the immediate. vicinity, 
‘jut the Northern. Government has stepped in 
and has induced the company to provide a 
heavier line, which will be capable of extend- 
ing the supply to Lurgan, Portadown, and, 
possibly at a later date, Armagh. In order 
to meet the cost of the heavier 
line the Government is paying £1,400. 
They are to receive Debentures in the 
company equivalent to this amount, and 
the right to purchase the line at any time. 
No interest is to be paid on the debentures 
until the line is carrying more electricity 
than the quantity originally contemplated. 

A GOVERNMENT BOARD, 

Those with some knowledge of the pos- 
sibilities of electricity development are ask- 
ing has the time not. arrived when the 
Northern Government should set up an Elec- 
ticity Board to carry out a  compre- 
hensive scheme of development, instead 
of waiting, perhaps years, until each 
town acts upon its ' own imitiative. 
In Great Britain'a Government Board is now 
dealing with this matter and saving: immense 
sums of capital expenditure through properly 
co-ordinated electricity supply schemes ; while 
the Free State Government bak taken impor- 
tant steps in thé same direction.

A TRAGEDP OF THE BLIZZARD. 

‘Michael Mallarkey, aged 15. who set ont 
with his brother, James. aged 16, from their 
home at Muinginaun, Sh remote ‘Village in 
the mountainous distriét of Erris. on Friday 
last, to fodder cattle among the hills, were 
caaght in the blizzard. 

They sought shelier beside a hillock, where 
they were subsequently found by a search 
party.

The whole barony of Erris, and Killala and 
Ballycastle districts, which had been cut off 
from outside communication since Saturday by 
a three days’ fall of snow, were open for 
motor traffic vesterday ofter the thaw. 

On some parts of the roads there were 
eleven feet of snow, and motor cars caught in 
the snowstorm were marooned for five days. 
Farmers suffered heavily by the loss of many 
sheep, which, perished in the snowdrifts.

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BREAD TOO DEAR IN DUBLIN. 


BAKERS 


The relationship bétween the price of 
bread and the price of flour is dealt with 
in the findings of the Food Prices Tribunals 
a summary of which appeared in last 
Saturday’s fish Times. 

The Tribunal announced at the conclu- 
sion that. considering the type of flour 
used by the Dublin bakers. averaging 49s. 
per sack, the 11d. loaf secured to the 
master baker a net profit, which in some 
cases must have been as high as 4s. per 
sack. 

Among the cther points in the report 
are :— 

“It seems clear that the effect.of the 
price-fixing activities of the Master 
Bakers’ Committee is so to arrange prices 
that while the less efficient concerns are 
enabled at least to function and earn a 
small profit the more efficient bakeries 
can make very large profits. 

“ There s a considerable amount of 
overlapping in the direct delivery of 
bread in Dublin, and we could not 
avoid the conclusion that there is in the 
trade itself considerable waste and ex- 
penditure, due to uneconomic organisa- 
tion and delivery.” 


DUBLIN AND BELFAST 
PRICES COMPARED. 


THE DIFFERENCE IN OUTPUT. 

The report states :'—'' Except for the three 
months ot April, May and June, 1925, the 
level of bread prices is consistently above that 
of flour prices, and in the three months of 
July, 1925, August, 1925, and October, 1926, 
the amount of the difference exceeds ós. 9d. 
Thus not only did the price ol bread not fall 
in those months when the price of flour would 
appear to justify it, but practically all the 
fluctuations within this lmit are in favour 
of the master baker. 

“The Master Bakers’ Committee, by public 
announcement in the Press, reduced the price 
of bread to 103d. from January, 1927. It is 
clear that this reduction was overdue, and 
should certainly have taken place in October 


UNCONVINCING. 

Having commented on baking wages and 
labour, the report savws :— We regard the ex- 
planations given of the difference in output 
between Belfast and Dublin operatives, as 
well as of the similarity in the different Dublin 
firms, as unconvincing. . .. We have dealt 
with this question at some length, because 
we are aware that frequent comparison 15 
made between the price of bread baked in 
Belfast and of that baked in Dublin, the 
former being almost invariably a halipenny 
per quartern loat cheaper than the latter. 
We find over the period covered by our in- 
vestigations on bread (Ist January te dist 
March, 1926) that comparative wages and 
oubpul in Dublin and Belfast were as follow : 

Belfast. Dublin. 


Ovenmen— Wages per week ...... 
Tablehands—-Wages per week 
Output in sacks per man per week.. 22 

“We have had the item for baking wages 


calenlated on the Belfast figures, and arrive 
at the conclusion that the lower wages and 
higher output in Belfast, taken in conjunc- 
tion, sufficiently explain the difference in 
price of the bread baked in the two cities, and 
our conclusion is not altered by the reduction 
in the wages of the Dublin operative bakers.” 
UNECONOMIC ORGANISATION. 

The Tribunal was impressed by the large 
proportion of the cost of the loaf due to 
| the expenses of sale and distribution. There 
| was a considerable amount of overlapping in 
the direct delivery of bread in Dublin, and 
thev could not avoid the conclusion that 
there was in the trade itself considerable 
waste and expenditure, due to uneconomic 
organisation in delivery. ‘‘It has also been 
suggested that the sale of bread less than 
twelve hours old should be prohibited by 
law. and this would go far to reduce delivery 
costs. It is obvious that as only 13 per cent. 
of the total output of bread in Dublin is 
sold through the bakers’ own shops the 
advantage of the cheaper loaf is not availed 

y the great majority of consumers. 
THE POORER CONSUMER.

—1.¢., the baker's own shop—can afford to 
waive. ' 

The Tribunal arrived at the conclusion 
that, considering the type of flour used by 
the Dublin bakers, averaging 49s. per sack.

DEGREES OF EEFICIENCY. 

“We do not overlook the point that in 
other cases the return was not much more 
than sufficient to pay all costs, but we feel 
that these variations reflect accurately the 
different degrees of efficiency in the individual 
bakeries: We have no hesitation in saying 
that on the figures submitted, and apart from 
the two elements just referred io, approxi- 
mately half the Dublin output of bread during 
the period examined showed a return of over 
2s. net profit per sack, and that this would 
include individual bakeries whose weekly out- 
put is numbered in thousands of sacks. II

HIGHER THAN DUBLIN. 
CORK BAKERS’ CHARGES. 


The report proceeds to state that the 
bakery trade in Cork is organised on some- 
what similar lines to the Dublin trade. The 
Cork Master Bakers’ Association, which in- 
cludes about twenty-six bakeries in the city. 
reviews the price ot bread from time to time. 
and claims to maintain a relationship between 
the price of bread and the price of four 
similar to that which obtains in Dublin. The 
Cork baker's charges were higher than those 
in Dublin (in December, 1926, the date of 
the Committee's situngs in Cork) by a half 
penny per quartern loaf for bread sold 
through his vans to private householders oi 
through retailers, and by a penny for bread 
sold through his own shop. ! Moreover, 
his price for bread delivered outside the 
three-mile limit was a halfpemmy dearer than 
his city price, and a penny dearer than that 
charged by the Dublin baker, who makes no 
extra charge in such cases. It is concluded, 
as regards Cork, that the level of bread prices 
Should not be higher than in Dublin: that 
bread should be sold in the baker's shop at 
a reduction of a penny instead of a halfpenny 
per quartern loaf, and that the allowance to 
the retailer (12) per cent.) is too high. 

THE LIMERICK PRICE.—Ai the date 
of the inquiry, and for fourteen or eighteen 
months previously, the prices of bread in 
Limerick were :— 

Over Baker's Counter—9d. per Quartern. 

Delivered to Retailer—10d. per Quartern (subject 

to discount).

Dr. W. Sterling Berry, Medical Inspector, 
Local Government Department, met a deputa- 
tion comprising members of the Wexford 
County Health Board, and of the Tourist 
Development Association at Rosslare to con- 
sider the proposals for the a | of a water 
supply and sewerage scheme in Rosslare. 

Mr. James J. O'Connor, solicitor, who re- 
presented the Tourist Development Associa- 


tion, explained the urgent necessity that 
existed for the schemes owing to the recent 


‘development of Rosslare as a tourist resort. 


A scheme had been prepared for the supply 
of water at the rate of 18 gallons per minute, 
\which could be increased to 20, at an est 
vated cost of £5,500. It was hoped, if the 
cheme was sanctioned by the Local Govern. 
ment Department, a grant would be made for 
the relief of unemployment. 

Mr. G. Flood, engineer to the Health 
Board, estimated that the cost of the two 
schemes would be £10,000, which would afford 
employment for 200 men for three months. 
Dr. Berry stated that from the health 
point of view the scheme was an excellent 
one, and appeared to be necessary, and he 
would report favourably on it.

OPPOSITION TO PROPOSED 
FOOTWAY? 


There was strong Unionist opposition, at 
a meeting of the Derry Corporation, to a 
motion by Councillor McMenamin (Nationa- 
list) that, in view of the grave danger to 
pedestrians from vehicular traffic through 
Shipquay Gate, a footway be opened on the 
north side of the gate. 

Councillor Bradley (Nationalist) seconded.

The Council adopted a scheme to provide 
work on roads other than roads for which 
road grants were available, which, it was 
calculated, would cost £4,500, and give em- 
ployment to 230 men for a period of three 
months. It was decided accordingly to app!y 
to the Minister for a relief grant of £4,500.
